Justifiable Paterniliim. 


A few days ago (his paper had something to say about the 


propriety of governmental intervention in case that dealers in 
foodstuffs go too far in extorting from the people prices-thai 
are,not warranted, under the pretext that the increases are 
rendered, unavoidable by the war in Europe. In that connec- 
tion^ reference was made to the fact that the people of the 
United States are opposed to the principle of paternalism. 
They believe that for the most part the government should 
keep its hands off the private affairs of the people ;tnd 'allow 
them to manage their business in their own 
way. 


But "circumstances alter cases," and under the conditions 


that exist the government is taking steps to prevent the wholc- 


• sale exploitation of the public through the sale of articles of 
- food. The spirit of speculation is so strong in this country 


that advantage is taken of every opportunity to boost prices 
upward. We had enough illustrations of this before the be- 
ginning of the war, and almost at the instant the nations of 
Europe locked horns prices in this country began to ascend as 
if we were on the verge of a famine. 


There was no good ground for this, and it is therefore re- 


assuring to know that the government" is: a wake to the condi- 
tions and preparing to take'such action as may'be necessary. 
There has never been just such-a condition before and conse- 
quently what can be done is not fu)iy known at present, but 
President Wilson has called on'the attorney general to look 
into the matter and determine,upon a course of action, and 
this will be done. 


This is good news to the consuming public. The cost of 


living has been high enough and too high for a long lime, and 
•to have it largely and neecjlessly increased because there is war 
on the other side of the Atlantic is more than the average 
American is prepared to. stand. .Why should flour, of which 
there is the greatest production in the history of the country, 
bound skyward in price at a time when there is practically no 
means of exportation? And no good reason can be given for 
similar advances in the prices of meats and many other food 
articles. 


All will hope that the government, will find a way to stop
